Wilkesbarre, Fa., July 17.—The strike 


order of President Mnllahy of Station- 
ary Firemen's association of Pennsyl- 
vania was promptly obeyed yesterday 
when 900 members of tbe organization 
in this section of the state refused to 
go to work. 
Most of the strikers arc 


employed ns firemen at thp coal mines 
and their failure to report for duty 
caused nearly all the collieries In the 
northern anthracite rogloil to suspend 
operations, throwing out of work, it ia 
estimated, 30.000 men and boys. Some 
of the Individual coal operators conced- 
ed the demands of their employes on 
condition that tbe abort-hour day was 
not to hold if the men employed by the 
big companies did not get tbe same con- 
cessions.

Of these 
tbe tie-up in the Painter and the Lind- 
say & McCutcbeon wills in the Pittsburg 
district Is of the first importance, since 
these bare becu non-union mills, In or- 
ganizing which the labor leaders have 
scored a big point ou the employers. 


Another point for the men is the ac- 


tion of certain Independent steel com- 
panies, notably the Republic Iron and 
Steel, In taking advantage of the strike 
to grab contracts for immediate de- 
livery, and to hire skilled labor from the 
ranks of the strikers to fill them. 


The possibility of sympathetic stilkes 


In the coal mines and in other allied 
trades is freely discussed. While such 
strikes are deprecated by the labor 
leaders, tliey are apparently willing to 
add at least the pio?pect of such strikes 
to the troubles of the employers. Not 
only the union mills of steel companies 
allied in tbe United States Steel cor- 
poration, other than the three now af- 
fected, may be struck, but the coal 
miners and tbe American Federation of 
Labor are giving tbe strike a moral 
backing already and may act later if 
there is need.

IJAPAN BAKES INDEMNITY 


JEariUrstA IB Her Atbtade by the 
Volte* • State*— Details of Plan of 
Payment Cause a Continuation of 
the BsaOUek at Peltlu 


Washington, July 17.-— Some surprise 


Is felt in diplomatic circles here that 
nothing ia heard at the state depart- 
ment frotn Commissioner Rockhill in 
regard to th* hitch over the Japanese 
indemnity, which seems to be one of 
the stumbling blocks in the completion 
of arrangements to wind up tht Chinese 
imbroglio. 


Japaft, ft win be recalled, contented 


baraelf with the extremely modest in- 
demnity of $24,000,000, which repre- 
sented tht obligations incurred by her 
(in the relief and other expeditions. 
JiWfeen she came to arrange for the float- 
ling of the Chinese 4 percent bonds with 
Indemnities paid, she found they would 
'not command in her market more than 
'€6 percent of their face value. She ac- 
cordingly went back to ask for aa in- 
crease of indemnity to make good the 
"discount. To this the powers were not 
'ready to agree, and Russia was particu- 
larly hostile. 


The attitude of the United States has 


•been that this extra allowance to Japan 
would be fair, and we have been willing 
to grant It if the other powers would 
•agree. 
Commissioner Rockhill's si- 


lence is thought to Indicate difficulty In 
Teaching an agreement 


Advices from Pekin say that the min- 


isters of the powers now freely admit 
jthat the prospect of a conclusion of the 
negotiations is growing darker. 
The 


{•ituaticn is m«gt serious, as the deadlock 
;hns continued for more than a month. 
Iff he meeting arranged for yesterday 
'was postponed because it was apparent 
'that the proceedings would be fruitless. 


It was at the meeting of July 11 that 


the ministers reached something in the 
feature of an agreement as to the Indem- 
nity. But almost immediately a radi- 
ical difference developed between Great 
jfirltaln and Russia as to the details of 
(the plan of payment. All the ministers 
twere in accord wfth the scheme early 
iln June, subject to the approval of their 
governments, but Great Britain disap- 
proved the arrangement on the ground 
that it did not adequately protect her 
'commercial interests. 


Neutral ministers at Pekin assert that 


either Great Britain or Russia must 
taialce material concessions before a con- 
'clusion of the agreement is possible. 
.Meanwhile the committees of the min- 
isters are working upon comparatively 
unimportant details such as improve- 
ments in navigation; but If the financial 
question were settled the negotiations 
could be closed in a day.

Know Pl»h Day at Fulton Mar- 


ket end the 8t«am«r Sailing Day*. 
Every day is in a measure a fish day at 


Fulton morkct, bat the sea gulls know the 
chief fish day of the week. It is then 
that they feast to their hearts' content 
Their coming and going have for years 
amused and interested the ferryboat pas- 
sengers, and some of the latter have been 
observed to look op from their papers, 
glance out of the cabin windows, catch 
eight of the army of gulls and exclaim: 


"Bless me, there are the gulls! It is 


Friday again." 


The long winged travelers of the sea 


are always to be teen in tbe East river op- 
posite Fulton market in the daytime, but 
they gather there in greater numbers on 
Friday because so much refuse is thrown 
away that day. They hover over the sur- 
face of the water by hundreds, taking 
from the water su<* ;ood as is to their 
liking. They are the scavengers of the 
East river in this respect. 


The intelligence of the gulls is remarka- 


ble in one way. Besides knowing which 
l« the big flsh day on the East river they 
know the chief sailing days on the North 
river. 


The American line utually dispatches 


a steamer for Southampton at 10 a. m. 
every Wednesday. Somt minutes before 
the ship leaves the pier the circling of 
tb» gulls in Midstream begins, The birds 
know from experience that before the 
ship leave* quantities of food are thrown 
from the ship's ports, and they make o 
dash to recover It the moment the ship 
pulls oat. It Is amusing fo watch one 
of the gulls trying to lift from the water 
a piece of food twice aa heavy as it- 
self. 


Sometimes these gulls 
Will hover 


•round the American line pier jintil noon 
of Wednesday. At this hoar the Red 
Star liner starts for Antwerp, leaving the 
water of the slip filled with discarded 
food. 
More frequently, however, the 


birds will hurry off to the Whit* Star 
line pien directly after the Amarican 
liner leave* the wharf. The White Star 
steamer Mils each Wednesday at nooo. 


On Saturday* and Thursdays the galls 


go to Hoboken to get what the Hamburg- 
Americaa liners leave behind. These 
are about the only lines that have a 
flied hour for tailing, and the gulls have 
become acquainted with the fact.

CHAMPAGNE MAKING. 


Why It I* Mot More Extensive In the 


United State*. 


"What the dickens is tbe reason," asked 


an inquisitive friend of a well known 
California wine man, "that we can't 
make as good champagne here in the 
United States as they do in France?" 


"Because it doesn't pay," replied the 


wine man promptly. "There is no phys- 
ical reason why we can't do it. We have 
the climate, we have the soil, and the 
champagne grape, grown from imported 
clippings, does jnst as well here as it does 
in France. But there is no money in the 
business. The situation is briefly this," 
continued tbe Californian. 
"To .make 


high grade champagne requires an enor- 
mous investment of capital. After the 
stock is bottled it matt mature for sev- 
eral year* in subterranean vaults at a 
constant temperature of 45 degrees. 


"In Reims and the other champagne 


districts of France the old Roman cata- 
combs are utilized fcr that purpose, and 
their existence ha* undoubtedly made the 
business possible. They ore tunneled for 
miles through solid rock, and if they had 
been excavated for use a* wine vaults 
their cost would have been prohibitive. 
Ton can gee, too, on a moment's reflection 
that the ripening stock must be very large 
in order to return a decent profit. 
It 


must run np into the millions of bottles, 
meaning the tying up of a small fortune 
every season. In France, where the peo- 
ple are educated to solid investments and 
slow returns, that »ort of thing i* prac- 
tical; bat here—no. An American wantr 
to turn over hi* money quickly and wonV 
listen to a proposition involving four or 
five years' inaction. 


"Out in my district the winemakers 


have all they can do in supplying the 
market with claret and *till vintages, and 
they very naturally argue that they would 
be foolish to sink a lot of money in a 
champagne plant that would bring them 
to a Rtaodatill for years. We are making 
a little good chnmpogne In thia country 
now and have been doing ao for some 
time past, bnt the reason why we haven't 
entered the field a* serious producers ia 
the one I- bavo Just skcletonized."~New

"The iate Alexander Herrmaun always 


went fixed for an impromptu exhibition," 
said a theatrical press agent who was 
once associated with the famous ma- 
gician, "and in the early part of his ca- 
reer he wouid go to exflkiordinary pains 
to 'lay his fences' long iu advance for 
startling effects. 
In that way he was 


frequently able to do things that seemed 
neyt doot to supernatural, and the result 
was no end of valuable advertising. In 
later years, when he became celebrated 
and systematic booming was no longer 
necessary, the old man, as we nsed to coll 
him, wquld often refer to these exploits 
and laugh heartily over the mystification 
they bad occasioned^ 


"On one occasion, to give you an illus- 


tration of his patience and forethought. 
he was in a popular bar in Pittsburg and 
chanced to notice a bankbook lying on a 
desk behind the cigar counter. The cover 
bore a printed number, which was in 
plain sight, and when he got outside 
Herrmann quietly made a memorandum 
of it in his notebook, together with the 
address of the place. There was not 
more than one chance in a hundred that 
the information would ever b6 of any 
eervice-to him, and he simply filed it 
away, so to speak, for possible future 
reference. 


"Well, fully six months afterward, 


when be was playing a return date ia the 
city, be piloted a party of friends one day 
into this identical bar, and the proprietor, 
who was present, was called up and in- 
troduced. All hands sat down at a table 
to haVe a bottle of wine, and, as usual, 
Herrmann was urged to give an example 
of his skill. He performed several neat 
tricks, and, remarking that ho would 
wind np with a little exhibition of mind 
reading; asked the cafe proprietor *o 
think of some number that could after- 
ward be verified. 'Take the number of 
your bankbook,' he suggested, 'if you re- 
member what it is.' 'I don't recall it offi- 
bnnd, but I can easOy find out,' said the 
barman, and going over to bis safe he un- 
locked an inside compartment and pri- 
vately inspected the book. 'All right,' he 
said when he returned to the table; 'I am 
thinking of the number now.' 


"Herrmann took him. by tbe hand, 


looked him in the eyes iu his peculiarly 
impressive fashion and said, 'The num- 
ber is 129,068.' 'That's right,' gasped the 
cafe proprietor in an awestruck voice. 
He was absolutely stupefied with amaze- 
ment, and so, for that matter, were the

THE FOSBCRGH CAS 


The Fosburgh trial, which begins in 


the county court at Pittsfield tomor- 
row, though only involving the charge 
of manslaughter 
will command 
as 


much local and general interest as if 
the accused were being put on trial 
for his life. The case has assumed the 
proportions of a great murder mys- 
tery. In fact it has all the feature* 
of a.murder mystery so far as the pub- 
•lic is concerned, and in court the legal 
battle will be as intense as if the death 
penalty were possible from a verdict 
Sf guilty from the jury. A life has 
been taken, whether intentionally and 
•with premeditation Or not, 
and the 


brother of the young woman killed is 
to stand trial for the killint . 


The first picture presented to the 


public after the tragedy was that of a 
Jjappy family retiring after a joyful 
evening's- intercourse to be aroused 
but an hour or so later to find desper- 
, ate burglars in the house, who, in their 
attempt to escape shot and killed Miss 
May Fosburgh. 
The second picture, 


and1 the one whose accuracy Is to be 
,put to the test beginning tomorrow, 
we* a divided family, the father and 
0on In a quarrel, the use of a pistol 
and the death of the daughter and 
slater as the result. From a home of 
peace'we are transported to a home of 
dlecord. Fi"om a murder by villians 
intent on robbery we are taken to look 
upon the untimely death of the mem- 
ber of a prominent family through the 
•wrangling of two other members. The 
change 
is intensely dramatic. 
The 


truth or falsity upon which it ig based 
is eagerly awaited by the public, upon 
whose true sense of the h'ome relations 
the second picture is an outrage. The 
principals in this tragedy as alleged 
by the commonwealth are not mem- 


I b*rs of the lowest strata of human 
•ociety. If they were, comparatively 
(little attention would be given the 
case. 
The tenants 
of hovels may 


>brawl and kill in the dead of night, 
'thrVmgh drunkenness or through lust, 
but a community may not be awaken- 
'.ed from Its slumbers to witness rows 
and the shedding of blood in what are 
looked up*n as it* respectable homes. 
'it would be a disclosure comingiftvUh 


*hook upon all right-living per- 


sona if it w«* proven beyond 
able doubt that Robert S. Fosburgh 
shot and killed his ulster in a disgrace- 
ful row with his father before the 
echu of the evening prayers of his 
neighbors had wholly died away. Such 
a disclosure would imply a barbarity 
that would be revolting. The social 
instincts would be violated, and this 
explains the general interest taken in 
the Fosburgh case. 


But Is It to be proven that Robert S. 


Fosburgh did this? That Is the ques- 
tion. It is not for us to sit In judg- 
ment upon thi|s ease. Judgment mus I 
be left to the jury. But we may say 
that no one need fear for Mr. Fos- 
burgh 
being found guilty without 


cause, a fear, we believe, that hangs 
upon many. In few cases was the 
impossibility of such an outcome BO 
perfect as in this case. The circum- 
stances make this certain. Not a sin- 
gle person in tie Fosburgh house, who 
was a witness of the shooting or of 
the circumstances immediately before 
or immediately after the shooting, wll! 
prove a willing hostile witness against 
Mr. Fosburgh in cfourt. If the bur- 
glar story is -rue the case of the com- 
monwealth must fall so flat that it will 
be a wonder that anyone ever thought 
bf presenting it in court. The scene in 
the Fosburgh house can be so faith- 
fully described that the jury and the 
public will not have even a lingering 
doubt. A moment's serious reflection 
on the part of any intelligent person 
will brfng conclusive support to this 
view. The father and Bon did not get 
up and go to fighting in their sleep. If 
they fought there were prior disturb- 
ing circumstances that led to the row. 
If there was no row and no antecedent 
circumstances a simple, direct rela- 
tion of all that happened in the house 
before bedtime will prove that the 
presumption of a row is preposterous. 
The same Kolas good concerning the 
happenings at the moment of the shoot 
ing and holds good concerning the hap 
penings immediately after and for all 
time after the shooting. If the bur- 
glar story is true it is beyond the 
power of any ojHcer of the law or any 
set of officers 'of the law to present an- 
other story that will have the value of 
plausibility for even a moment. No 
power can lub 'out of the record of 
tinits the things that took place in the 
Fosburgh house that night. If there 
were a happy 
family 
gathering, a 


cheerful good-night at the bedtime 
hour, a rude awakening1 afterwards by 
burglars, a struggle with them to cap 
ture or expel them, a shot that 
cruelly killed that young woman—if 
these are the facts there are a thou- 
sand and one little incidents to be re- 
lated by the Fosburgh family regard- 
ing them, incidents, that when told, 
will dispel the cloud that rests upon 
that family as fog^are swept away by 
the sun. No story concocted butside 
of that house, no, seeming unfavorable 
circumstance can ever weigh against 
the simple telling of the story of that 
house on that night if the 
burglar 


story is true. 
It makes no matter 


what Dick Quinn knows, nor does it 
matter where Dick Quinn is, if that 
story is true. 


If the burglar story is false, and if 


the allegation of the commonwealth is 
true, then Robert S. FosbWgh is at 
the mercy of whatever circumstances 
the officers of the law may have picked 
up. If the allegation of the common- 
wealth is true it will be a task, a 
prodigious task to prove it, for, as we 
have said before, no witness hostile to 
Robert S. Fosburgh was in his house 
that night. 
The officers of the law, 


in their attempt to ahow that Robert 
Fosburgh Is guilty, must be able to 
reach into the deep m> stery of the Fos- 
burgh house on that night and drag 
what they expect was concealed th^ie 
out into the open, into court and be- 
fore the public. And this dragging must 
be done in the face of almost insur- 
mountable circumstances,, in the face 
of the, united 
opposition of the FJS- 


burgh family, every rriember of which 
declares Mr. Fosburgh innocent. 
Ev- 


ery door of that house is flgruraHvsiy 
locked against the officers of the law in 
this case and every pair of lips is not 
only sealed against ihem but 
ready 


and anxious to testify that the offi- 
cers are wrong in their suspicions and 
charges. TO overcome the tremendou«

of the dake's companions were lost to all 
sense of either proportion or tbe eternal 
fitness of things. 


"Therefore," continued Mr. Hilborn, 


"no one thought it strange when the duke 
lent'for mine hosk-and, after a speech of 
praise of his viands, tbe way In which 
they were prepared and especially of his 
wine cellar, bade him kneel. Then, strik- 
ing him across tbe shoulders, be said, 
'Rise, Sir Michael Connolly!' and Sir 
Micbael rose amid the rapturous ap- 
plause of those present. It seemed quite 
the proper caper then, but the next morn- 
ing, as it came back to still farther jar 
tbe acbing head of tbe duke, it bore a 
somewhat different aspect, and tbe prin-

Fred Wilbur Again Arraigned Here (or 


Case Now Before Higher Court 


Fred Wilbur, who on March 25 was 


held for the grand Jury by the local 
court on the charge of breaking and 
entering the house of Miss Anoy A. 
Harris In Clarksburg with Iptent to 
commit an assault 
upon her, was 


again in court this morning for the 
same affair. The case is a peculiar 
one. Although Wilbur was held for 
the grand jury on the charge named, 
but when that body, reported, it was 
found that Wilbur had been indicted 
only for breaking and entering. This 
Is believed t* have been due to an 
over sight, but at any rate, the local 
officers were unwilling to accept that 
disposition of the case, since it would 
let Wilbur off with a light sentence, 
whereas the case is believed to be a 
serious one. 


Wilbur was driving to the place 


where ha worked in Stamford, and 
was under the influence of liquor. He 
stopped at the house of Miss Harris 
and broke m. Miss Harris 
locked 


herself in her room, and when Wilbur 
appeared at the window, she drove 
him off with an ax. When the case 
was brought up In ,the local court, 
Wilbur pleaded guilty to the charge of 
breaking and entering with the Inten- 
tion 'of committing an .assault. 


As a result cf the grand Jury's ac- 


tion. Chief Dinneen brought Wilbur 
to this city last night, and this morn- 
ing he vvas arraigned on the still more 
serious charge of breaking'and enter 
ing with intent to commit rape. To 
this he pleaded not "TiHty, and the 
csse was 
continued 
till tomorrow 


morning. He was held under bonds of 
$2000. 


If he is again held for the grand 


Jury he will have to wait till January 
for trial.

Had Disciplined 


A6ED MAN AT POINT OF DEATH 


SKULL FRACTURED BY BLOW 


Danipl Leary Struck Him With Mallet 


and Then Reached far Officer's 


Revolver. 
Assaillanf Over- 


powered by Other Prison- 


ers, Pad Threatened 


To Kill 


James W. Fuller, 70 years old, father 


of Sheriff C. W. Fuller and jail official 
was this morning murdeiously assaul1- 
ed by a prisoner and now 
lies in a 


orltjlcal condition with a 
fracture} 


skull, Daniel Leary, the prisoner, ad- 
mits that he tried to kul the aged keep- 
er, his motive being revenge. 
He ia 


now in. solitary confinercent. 


Last week Leary was placed in sol- 


itary confinement for refusing to obey 
the rules of the Jail in regard to work 
being reported by Mr. Fuller. He was 
released on Monday and returned to 
work in the heel making department 
of the Jail. He was surly after his 
confinement but had made no demon- 
station against MJr. Fuller till this 
morning1 


Aft 7.15 o'cl<|ck this mornffns- 
Mr. 


Fuller started for the sink to get a 
drink of water -passing behind Learv 
As he did so the latter Jumped from 
his stool, seized a mallet weighing over 
six pounds and dealt Mr. Fuller a ter- 
rible Wow. 
Mr. Fuller sank to the 


floor and 
Leary quickly reached for 


the revolver which 
he supposed tne 


officer carried. He found none, but <rot 
hold of the offlcre's club and with that 
fought 
off those who attempted 
*<* 


rescue Mr. Fuller. 


Two prisoners, 
Joseph Ducap and 


John Fabrricius, rushed to the aid of 
the other officers, and Leary was soo» 
overpowered and bound 


Attention was then turned to Mr. 


Fuller who-, was parrially unconscious 
and bleeding freely from the wound as 
well as from the eat. Dr. Burton the 
Jail physician was hasHly summoned, 
and Mr. Fuller removed to his home 
where ihe wound was given 
more 


careful attention. 


It was fownd that the skull was frac 


tured Jusf ^"its bass and behind the 
ear. The cut was about 3 Inches long 
The location makes 'he wound an e 
peclally dangerous one and Mr. Ful- 
ler's condition this afternoon was no« 
such as *o offer much hope for his re- 
covery. 


Leary CoBfeMa* tOotlT* 


After being placed in solitary con- 


finement Leary was seen by a reportef 
and to him Leary confessed that he in- 
tended to kill the officer. He had nc 
hesitation in saying th&t he blamaci 
Mr. Fuller for his havinsr been placed 
In solitary confinement and in revenge 
for this he Intended *o "do him up," 


He said that if he could have sot hold 


of the revolver which he supposed Mr 
Fu'ler carried he would have shot the 
officer. 


It has been, known by several of tiie 


prisoners for some time that Lea-y 
had a feeling against Overseer Ful- 
ler although not urifrl yesterday did he 
make any statement as to his future 
plans. To a prisoner he then confided 
that he intended to "lay out the old 
man and to do it in nroper style" 
Leary was advised to do nothing of the 
kind but refused to heed any of the 
advices given him. He said: "Fulloi 
had not used him right and he waa 
bound to get even." 


lieary'* Bad Record 


This Is not tlr' first attempt of the 


kind that Leary has made, his record 
having been a bad one. About eight 
years ago, while confined in the Albany 
penitentiary, he struck an officer with 
a mallet similar to this morning's 
crime and then stabbed the officer. 


Three years ago Leary served time 


in Pittsfield Jail for Jumping on cars 
at Great Barrington. 


Threp months ago he was arrested 


in Stockbridge for 
drunkenness, on 


complaint of Morris Bosstdy. In the 
count room, Just as Bossidy finished 
giving tes"mony, Leary Jumped up 
and struck him viciously. For this 
Leary was serving a two months sen- 
tence. He had already served a lit- 
tle over a month of it.

Leary claims that he has not been 


treated as he should have been since 
his commitment to the house of cor- 
rection. This the officers and other 
prisoners deny 
They claim he has 


received the same treatment as other 
prisoners and any punishment he re- 
ceived was due to his ugly disposition 
and refusal to do lua share .of the 
work. 


Leary when arrested three years 


ago gave the name of Walsh, but he 
admits that ho haa never given his 
real name,.

TO BE A PUBLIC SPEAKER. 


Ton Should Talk »• Thong-h Perfect' 


IT «t Ease Before nn Aadlence. 
In managing ttis voice the speaker 


wben be is engaged in earnest con versa 
tion commonly and naturally falls into 
the best tone and manner for public 
speaking. Suppose you are sitting about 
a table with a dozen friends and some 
subject is started in which you are 'deep- 
ly interested. You engage in an earnest 
and serious dialogue with one of them at 
the other end of. the table. You are per- 
fectly at ease, not caring ia tbe least 
for your manner or tone of voi«e, but 
only for your thought 
The tone you 


adopt then will ordinarily be the best 
tone for you in public speaking. You 
can, 
however, learn from teachers or 


friendly critics to avoid any harsh or 
disagreeable fashion of speech that you 
may have fallen into and that may be 
habitual to you ia private conversation. 


Next, never strain your vocal organs 


by attempting to fill spaces which are 
too large for you. Speak as loudly and 
distinctly as you can do easily and let 
the more distant portions of your audi- 
ence go. You will find in that way» very 
.soon that your voice will increase in 
compass and power and you will do bet- 
ter than by a habit of straining tbe voice 
beyond its natural capacity. Be careful 
to avoid falsetto. 
Shun Imitating the 


tricks of speech of other orators, even of 
famous and successful orators. These 
may do for them, but not for you. You 
will do no better ID attempting to imi- 
tate the tricks of speech of other men in 
public speaking than in private speak- 
ing. 


Never make a gesture for tbe sake of 


uiukJng one. I believe that most of tbe 
successful speakers whom I know would 
find it hard to tell you whether they 
themselves make gestures or not, they 
are so absolutely nnconscioua in the mat- 
ter. But with gestures as with voice get 
teachers or friendly critics to point out to 
yon any bad habit you may fall into. I 
think it would be well if our young pub- 
lic speakers, especially preachers, would 
have competent instructors and critics 
among their auditors after they enter

tion complained of. The sewer lead- 
ing: from the Methodist church, to the 
river on Main street and the sewer 
from East Main street are the two 
•vhicb empty into the river at this 
j>oint. 


The sewer from Thomas street emp- 


ties Into the river at a point just above 
the Walley dam. and the absence of the 
dam loaves the mouth of this sewer ex 
posed. The only -way to remedy this 
•will be to place 
the 
sewer 
under 


ground some distance further so that 
'it will empty into the river bed. The 
board has made no 
recommendation 


to overcome the difficulty below the 
"dam, but 'will probably confer with 
the eewer commissioners In regard to 
'th« matter.

Cblca«v'* Great Aquatic Carnival. 
8>eci»l C«p May Be Offered For the 
PrlB«—O»i*!«B* of Yachting Ex- 
pert*.

When the organization of the Inter- 


national Olympian Games association 
is completed and the announcement of 
the sports to be held at Chicago are oat, 
a special ra£e for large yachts will be 
one of the features of the rowing and 
yachting regatta to be h^ld in connec- 
tion witt» the sports. It has been prac- 
tically decided_that a race either for 40 
or 52 footers wiH be held here during 
the International contests, says the Chi- 
cago News. It is probable that a spe- 
cial cup will be put up for this race. 


Up to the present time it has been 


thought that the 35 footers were the 
largest available class of yachts for 
races on the lakes. In an endeavor to 
make the races more lasting in effect 
and more exciting and international a 
larger class than those which will sail 
In the Canada's cup races has been pro- 
posed, and many of the Chicago yachts- 
men are already discussing the pros- 
pect of special races during the Olym- 
pian games. 


Of those who have expressed an opin- 


ion on the 'subject a majority seem to 
favor tbe 40 footers as the largest 
available class of yachts for the races. 


"The yachting spirit on the lakes ia 


not up to the size of the 52 footers," 
Baid one Chicago yachtsman the other 
day. "It is a question whether the local 
yachtsmen of the city and those of tbe 
great lakes could be educated up to 
building and racing -the large sized 
boats before 1904. Personally, looking 
at the sport as it exists today, I should 
say that the 40 footers are of the most 
available type. To be sure, we have 
here the Vencedor, the Siren aud the 
Vannenna of tbe 52 foot class, but at 
Detroit there is none- of the class. To- 
ledo and Cleveland will hardly spend 
the money for them, and we would 
have to go to Toronto before finding 
any of the class. I doubt very cinch 
whether we could educate tbe people 
Into building the 52 footers in the three 
years. They will come later, but at 
pre"sent they are a doubtful quantity." 


At the time of the discussion of the 


size of yacht for the Canada's cup it 
was decided after much argument and 
work that the 35 footers -were the great- 
est possibilities at present It -was said 
then that the 35 footers were cheap 
enough to build, that five or more 
would be built each year, and thus the 
fleets would be added to. It was 
thought that the 52 footers were so 
large that they would be built one at & 
time, and their increase would be very 
Blow. 


"I think it would be a good thing for 


this city," said Mr. Berriinan of the 
Canada's cup committee of the Chicago 
Yacht club. "Some time ago when we 
discussed tbe class of boats for the 
Canada's cup we decided that the 35 
foot was the most available class for an 
international cup on the lakes in case 
of a perpetual trophy, but for special 
races I see no reason why there should 
not be s series for a larger class. At 
present we have the Siren, the Vannen- 
na and the Vencedor in the 52 foot 
class, and there are others up the lake. 


"There is one great trouble with that 


class. At Detroit it is impossible to use 
them, while at Cleveland and Toledo 
they will hardly spend the money nec- 
essary to build such big craft. Not that 
they have not got it, but that they are 
not up to that class yet. Here at Chica- 
go we can always raise enough money 
to build things of that sort as well as 
up the lakes. At Toronto they have a 
number of boats of the big class. 


"If the race was made international, 


it is certain that boats would be built 
at this city to contest for the cup. It Is 
possible to bring the 42 footers from 
the coast without much trouble, and 
some could be drawn from there if the 
race was agitated out there. Still, they 
are rather large for the yachting spirit 
as evinced on the lakes at present It is 
a question whether the taste of yachts- 
men of the lakes could be educated up 
to that point before 1904." 


Others expressed similar views, but 


many doubted that as large a class as 
the 52 footers would be available. 


"I think the 42 footers are the best," 


said Fleet Captain George AtEin of the 
Chicago Yacht club. "They make a 
good cruising boat after the races are 
over and do not cost as much as the 52 
footers, and, finally, they do not cost as 
much to run. Yachting is an expensive 
sport, and cue has to be educated up to 
spending all one earns on a yacht." 


The case with which a yacht may be 


brought from the Atlantic coast is giv- 
en as showing the good prospects of 
bringing some of the sslt water boats 
to the regatta. It Is hoped that In the 
three years before the games the spirit 
in all athletic and sporting lines rcny 
be worked up locally to make a great 
fight for first honors in the competi- 
tions.

A habit of carefully uetlag .the details 


«f every transaction should be cultivated. 
Minute otownraHon is e*s*ntlal U etctly 
mistakes are to be prevented. la law a 
man is preiuoieJ to'be inaocext aatil hid 
guilt is legally e»taUiab«d, bat it is sot so 
In banking. Icquiry as to papers, per- 
sons, notes and coin is always in order. A 
spirit of Investigation is as necessary to 
the right kind of bank clerk as it is to the 
man of science. Slapdash methods ar- 
entirely oat of place, and systedi must at- 
come second nature. Neatness and eruor 
•re nowhere more essential than in «v«r- 
department of baak *erk. 


As exactness is a characteristic of 


banking transactions, so a stricter com- 
pliance with habits tending to success in 
other lines ef business is required of 
back clerks. 


Punctuality is especially to be com- 


mended. It is the rule of the New Yoik 
clearing bouse to impose severe penalties 
on banks failing to make prompt settle- 
ment of balances, and fines are assessed 
for tardiness generally. Though a clerk 
may be but a small part of a bank's ma- 
chinery, Us absence within required 
hours may possibly disarrange the work- 
ings of the whole mechanism. From a 
disciplinary standpoint, few things are 
more important in a bank than te be ea 
band at the appointed time. 


Obedience to orders and roles Is to be 


expected as a matter of coarse, but this 
does npt imply that even a clerk is »evcr 
to use his discretion and intelligence. 
"Theirs not to reason why" may be prop- 
er cnongb for soldiers, bat the bank clerk 
who reasons why will be on safe ground. 
Bules are not inflexible. If a rule doe* 
not seem to fit a particular case, it will 
be prudent to consult a superior before 
acting. Banking cannot be carried on by 
automatons.—Success,

NEARLY SOFTNESSES 


Summoned by Prosecution 


in Fosburgh Case Which 


Comes Tomorrow 


LAWYERS BUSY ON CASE TODAY 


Doubt As To Whether Lawyer Crosby 


Wilt Be Allowed To Assist District 
Attorney Hammond. Case May 


Last Five Days Next Week 


Today was a busy one for those In- 


terested in the Fosburgh trial which 
begins tomorrow morning. The coun- 
sel on both sides have been busy all 
day in conferences getting their cases 
finally in shape. 
The interest in the 


case is growing steadily as the time 
for the legal battle draws near and 
both sides are reported 
to be con- 


fident of victory 


The summonses 
for the 
common- 


wealth's witnesses nave t>een Issued 
and for the first time a little is learned 
of the probable outline oi the prosecu 
tion's m^hods. 
This was shown in 


the fajrt that Beatrice Fosburch, the 
young sister of the murdered girl,, Is 
among those summoned to appear for 
the prosecution. She is only about 14 
years old and was one of the importam 
witnesses at the inquosU 
Her story 


was told in a'" straightforward aul 
convincing manner at that time, but 
Chief Nicholson was ieported then as 
saying that he considered h«r version 
of the .affair most imnortant. 


There are 40 witnesses for the pros- 


ecution, showing that if all are called 
the trial will be much longer than the 
lawye'rs have anticioated 


There is some 
Question 
as 
to 


whether lawyer Crosby of Pittsfle'd, 
•who has been retained by the prosecu- 
tion will be allowed to act as as« 
sistant to District Attorney Hammond. 
Justice Stevens intimated when court 
opened Monday morning that no one 
•would be allowed to assist Mr. Ham- 
mond and this question will probably 
be brought up the ftrit thing tomorrow 
morning to be passed on by the jus- 
tice. 


It is remembered that, -when on *hi 


morning of the opening of the cour<, 
a week ago Monday, Judge Stevens 
asked Mr. Crosby if he expected to en 
tear the case, and the city solicitor's 
reply was negative. The question has 
since then been in abeyance as in for- 
mer manslaughter trials, the district 
attorney has never had assistance. 
On the other hand probably at the 
calling of the case 
District Attorney 


Hammond will raise the question stat- 
ing that he has recently entered the 
trial and would like assignment of as- 
sistance. It is settled that but two 
lawyers can represent the defense and 
Seneca M. 
Taylor of St. Couis will

from the nose of a muco-purulent char 
acter, with loss of appetite, difficulty 
in swallowing, and extreme exhaus- 
tion, and in some cases a filling up of 
the Intermaxilary space with the for- 
mation of abscesses. Some eases were 
also accompanied with 
pneumonia, 


"We are now having as a complication, 
and which is due to any depleting or 
debilitating disease, a condition term- 
ed purpura hemoragia (dropsy). This 
condition is a troublesome disease to 
treat, and often fatal. We have found 
that perfect hygienic conditions in the 
stable—cleanliness, ventilation, drain- 
agie rjid the use of disinfectants— 
greatly mitigate the severity of the 
attack. If there is n'o loss of appetite 
or elevation of temperature in 
tho 


horse—only the cough—the animal is 
fit for light service.
